Think Strong Swimmer 
Joking As Beach 
Party Ends In Fatality 


The 
family 
of 
a 
23-y far-old 
Philadelphia youth who drowned 
in the Delaware river early yes­ 
terday morning believe that the 
youth, an expert swimmer, hit a 
submerged object when he dived 
in the water. 
Me was swimming back from a 
boat to a “ beach party” hrirg 
held on land at the mouth of the 
Neshaminy creek. 
The victim, Michael J. Hanczar, 
Jr., of 5146 Leiper street. Phila­ 
delphia, had served as a skin div­ 
er with Army amphibious engi­ 
neers during the Korean war. 
He met his death when he tried 
to swim back from an out-board 
motor boat, anchored 2n feet off­ 
shore at the mouth of the creek. 
Cuts and bruises about the face 
led 
authorities 
to 
believe 
he 
struck some object on the bottom 
of the river when he dove off the 
boat. His family reported that both 
his eyes were blacked and hie 
forehead and nose were scraped. 
The blow may have stunned him 
for he called for help. 
His friends, knowing Hanczar 
was a good swimmer, first thought 
he was joking.

He, his father, Michael J. Hanc­ 
zar, Sr., of the same address, 
and three married couples went 
to the spot for a beach party.

Earl Cottman, 1309 Susan avenue, 
Croydon Acres, said they wanted 
potatoes to roast.

Hanczar said he had some en 
his boat and stripped down to his 
bathing trucks, which he wore un­ 
der his clothes, as the others pro­ 
tested,

After he called his friends were 
unable to find him in the dark 
and became alarmed.

UNITED NATIONS. N. Y. UP - 
Britain and France take the Suez 
Canal crisis to the United Na­ 
tions Security Council Wednesday, 
bolstered by signs that American 
patience with Egypt was running 
short. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles indicated a hardening at­ 
titude in a television broadcast 
when he said the “danger of war 
would recur” if Egypt rejects 
further efforts by the West to 
find a just and lawful solution to 
the problem. 
“ I don’t think you can expect 
to go on forever asking nations 
not to resort to force,” Dulles 
said. His statem ent was in appar­ 
ent answer to Anglo-French criti­ 
cism that his blunt rejection of 
force had strengthened Egypt’s 
hand.

While Victim 
Goes Under 


Th ink Strong Swimmer 
Was Joking As Beach 
Party Ends In Fatality 


The 
family 
of 
a 
23-year-old 
Philadelphia youth who drowned 
in the Delaware river early yes­ 
terday morning believe that the 
youth, an expert swimmer, hit a 
submerged object when he dived 
in the water. 
He was swimming back from a 
boat to a “ beach party’’ being 
held on land at the mouth of the 
Neshanuny creek. 
The victim, Michael J. Hanczar, 
Jr., of 5146 Leiper street, Phila­ 
delphia, had served as a skin div­ 
er with Army amphibious engi­ 
neers during the Korean war. 
He met his death when he tried 
to swim back from an out-board 
motor boat, anchored 20 feet off­ 
shore at the mouth of the creek. 
Cuts and bruises about the face 
led 
authorities 
to 
believe 
he 
struck some object on the bottom 
of the river when he dove off the 
boat. His family reported that both 
his eyes were blacked and his 
forehead and nose were scraped. 
The blow may have stunned him 
for he called for help. 
His friends, knowing Hanczar 
was a good swimmer, first thought 
he was joking. 
Beach Party 
He, his father, Michael J, Hanc­ 
zar, Sr., of the same address, 
and three m arried couples went 
to the spot for a beach party. 
The father and one of the cou­ 
ples left by boat to go back to 
their cars, parked at a nearby 
boat yard, at 12:30 a m. While 
they were gone one of the other 
couples, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
VanHorn, of 1109 Karen avenue, 
Croydon Acres, and Mr. and Mrs. 
E arl Cottman, 1309 Susan avenue, 
Croydon Acres, said they wanted 
potatoes to roast. It was short­ 
ly before 2 a.m. 
Hanczar said he had some on 
his boat and stripped down to his 
bathing trucks, which he w’ore un­ 
der his clothes, as the others pro­ 
tested. 
He swam the short distance to 
the boat, picked up a few pota­ 
toes, and dove in to swim back. 
Poor Swimmers 
After he called his friends were 
unable to find him in the dark 
and became alarmed. None of 
those on shore was a good swim­ 
m er and none ventured out after 
him. 
The elder Hanczar and the other 
couple returned to the scene short­ 
ly afterward. They searched the 
water around the boat. When he 
didn’t find anything the father 
went back to the boat yard and 
summoned help. 
Units of the Interstate Marine 
Association dragged the area over 
three hours before the crew from 
the Bucks County Rescue Squad 
found the body, about 75 feet off 
shore in 15 feet of water.
